bred rams and ewes that are kept. 
The lamb crop would show an im­ 
m ediate return on use of a pure­ 
bred ram at the rate of about $1.50 
per lamb.

James Buchanan Eads 


Jam es B. Eads was a noted Mis­ 
souri engineer whose services and 
advice were sought both by 
the 
United States government and by 
foreign countries. He was the first 
native American 
to 
receive the 
“Albert Medal” from the Society 
for the Encouragement 
of 
Art, 
M anufacturing and Commerce of 
England, and with Daniel Boone 
and Mark Twain he now repre­ 
sents Missouri in 
the 
Hall 
of 
Fame of New York University. 
Eads, “the Napoleon of 
Engi­ 
neers,” was born of English-Irish 
parentage in Lawrenceburg, 
In­ 
diana, on May. 23, 1820, one hun­ 
dred and nineteen years ago this 
week. 
He received 
very 
little 
schooling, but at an 
early 
age 
showed a mechanical 
inclination, 
building a 
m inature 
steamboat 
that would operate when he was 
only fifteen. 
His family moved to 
St. Louis in 1833, 
and 
for 
five 
years young Eads clerked in the 
merchandizing house of 
Williams 
and During, studying mechanics, 
machinery, and civil 
engineering 
at nights. 
In 1838, Eads became a purser 
on a steamboat. 
In this work he 
had an opportunity to satisfy part­ 
ly his boyish interest in machinery. 
He soon began work on a diving 
bell which he patented in 1842. 
Resigning his position he organiz­ 
ed a company for salvaging sun­ 
ken steamboats. 
He soon made a 


fortune, sold his interest in 
the 
company and established the first 
glass factory in 
the 
Mississippi 
valley. This venture was unprof­ 
itable and in 1848 Eads found him­ 
self $25,000 in debt. 
He then re­ 
turned to the wrecking business 
and in nine years not only paid 
off his indebtedness but amassed 
a second fortune. 
From 1857 to 1861 he 
lived 
in 
semi-retirement, but 
during 
the 
latter year he was called to Wash­ 
ington by President Lincoln to ad­ 
vise with him on the best method 
of utilizing the western rivers for 
defense and as a means of attack 
upon the Confederacy. 
Eads pro­ 
posed a 
fleet 
of 
arm or-plated 
steamboats. 
When the 
govern­ 
m ent later advertised for bids he 
submitted one in which he pledg­ 
ed himself to build seven 600-ton 
iron-clad boats in sixty-five days. 
In forty-five days the St. Louis, 
with her 
engines 
and 
boilers 
aboard, was launched. 
The 
six 
others followed in quick 
succes­ 
sion while an eighth, a remodeled 
wrecking boat, 
incorporated 
an 
invention of 
his 
for 
operating 
guns by steam. 
In 1867 Eads began one of his 
greatest pieces of work—the build­ 
ing of the famous Eads 
Bridge. 
This ach of steel over the 
Mis­ 
sissippi river cost $7,000,000 and 
was at that time one of the grcat- 
I est bridges in the world. As chief 
engineer of the Illinois 
and 
St. 
Louis 
Bridge 
company, 
which 


built the bridge, Eads 
was 
re­ 
sponsible for its financial as well 
as its engineering successes. Dur­ 
ing the seven years 
required 
to 
build the bridge Eads met 
hun­ 
dreds of problems and solved them 
all. He invented m achinery suit­ 
able to the need, 
and 
carefully 
worked out plans that were in turn 
responsible for the success of the 
enterprise. 
His next great 
accomplishment 
was the deepening and widening 
of the mouth of 
the 
Mississippi 
river so that ships wishing to dock 
at New Orleans could have a di­ 
rect path of entry. 
In the face of 
opposition from army 
engineers, 
the governm ent 
accepted 
Eads’ 
plan for constructing a series 
of 
jetties in order to 
harness 
the 
river. 
The result was the build­ 
ing of the new famous Mississippi 
jetties, which cut a deep and wide

Looking Toward Fall 
W 
ITH the spring planting season 
past and the returns already 
coming tn from this year’s flower 
gardens, thoughts turn regretfully 
to fail. 
Let us conclude the summer gar­ 
den “Hints” with suggestions on 
fall bulb planting 
Save this in­ 
formation on how to plant bulbe. 
Bulbs are planted in fall to give 
them opportunity to develop ample 
root growth. 
It is the safer prac­ 
tice to protect bulbs In the ground 
with a mulch of leaves or straw. 
Mulch should be put on after the 
ground is frozen hard. It is inten­ 
ded to protect them from the dam­ 
age of alternate freezing and thaw­ 
ing, not from the cold. 
One of the most important fac­ 
tors in successful bulb flower grow­ 
ing is proper planting. Well-drained 
loam should be used. 
Press soil 
around bulbs well so there are no 
air spaces. 
Depth of planting must be care­ 
fully 
measured. 
Observe 
these 
recommended depths: Anemone, one 
inch deep, crocus, snowdrop and 
scilla, 2 inches, jonquil and tulip. 
3 inches, hyacinth and narcissus, 4 
inches, and lily, 5 Inches. 
When 
measuring depth, measure from the 
lop of the bulb. For instance, set 
hyacinth under four inches of soil. 
Bulbs should be set the following 
distances apart: Anemone. 4 to 6 
inches, crocus and snowdrop, 2 
inches, scilla. 3 Inches, jonquil, 6 
Inches, tulip, 4 inches; hyacinth, 
6 inches, narcissus, 6 to 12 inches, 
and lily, 12 inches or more. 
It always pays to buy bulbs of 
fine quality 
Good, healthy bulbs 
are always firm and comparatively 
heavy for their size. 
Never allow unmixed fertilizer to 
come in direct contact with bulbs. 
Whet fertilizer is used mix very 
thoroughly with soil before plant­ 
ing bulbs.

who led the flight against the bill 
introduced by 
Senator 
Michael 
Kinney (Dem.), St. Louis. 
The measure would place burial 
societies, now operating unregu­ 
lated as non-profit organizations, 
under the 
supervision 
of 
the 
State Insurance Department where 
they would be required to 
post 
cash deposits. 
The bill provides 
for payment of benefits in cash in­ 
stead oi funeral services, permits 
free choice of undertakers 
and 
bars undertakers from any office 
in such organizations. 
“Unless we pass this 
or 
some 
kind of State regulation, we are 
just extending an open invitation 
to anybody to run any kind of a 
burial racket he wants,” declared 
Senator W. B. Whitlow (Dem.), 
Fulton, who charged hundreds of 
Missourians had been 
defrauded 
by "burial racketeers.” 
"Numerous societies in my dis­ 
trict are operating to the entire 
satisfaction of everybody,” 
con­ 
tended McReynolds. “If there are 
abuses, the answer to that

bred rams and ewes that are kept. 
The lamb crop would show an im­ 
mediate return on use of a pure­ 
bred ram at the rate of about $1.50 
per lamb. 
This statement is born 
out by Otto Diebold of 
Benton, 
who states that since he has been 
using a pure-bred ram his lambs ' 
are much blockier, lower-set and j 
heavier, and make a more

LAFAYETTE, IND. — Producing 
- * 151 bushels of com per acre and 
I winning the title of Five-Acre Com 
King for the third time in the past 
25 years was simply a m atter of 
sound farm management plus soil 
improvement, according to A. C. 
Brown, of Ripley County, Ind., who 
accomplished this amazing feat. 
The eight-acre field on which Mr. 
Brown’s championship yield was 
produced 
was 
originally 
“slash 
land” and is now classified as Cler­ 
mont silt loam, which is not con­ 
sidered productive corn land be­ 
cause of poor drainage, high acidity 
and low fertility. 
Mr. Brown overcame these handi­ 
caps by careful surface drainage, 
laying out the fields in eight row 
lands with a drainage furrow on 
either side. He applied seven tons 
of limestone per acre to the field 
in the past 15 years and as a result 
obtained some excellent stands of 
red clover. 
For the past four years he used a 
light application of manure on the 
com land each year. 
The cham­ 
pionship field was in clover pasture 
in 1937. Last spring Mr. Brown ap­ 
plied 325 pounds of fertilizer per 
acre to the plot. The fertilizer, he 
told agronomists of Purdue Univer­ 
sity, not only greatly increased his 
yield, but advanced the maturity as I

It Is the safer prac­ 
tice to protect bulbs In the ground 
with a mulch of leaves or straw. 
Mulch should be put on after the 
ground is frozen hard 
It is inten­ 
ded to protect them from the dam­ 
age of alternate freezing and thaw­ 
ing. not from th<* cold 
One of tho most important fac­ 
tors in succi-esful bulb flower grow­ 
ing is proper planting Wclldratned 
loam should be used. 
Press soil 
around bulbs well so there are no 
sir spaces. 
Depth of planting must be care­ 
fully 
measured 
Observe 
these 
recommended depths: Anemone, one 
Inch deep, crocus, snowdrop and 
snlla 
2 inches, jonquil and tulip. 
3 inches, hyacinth and narcissus, 4

When 
measuring depth, measure from the 
lop of the bulb. 
For instance, set 
hyacinth under four inches of sotl.

burial racket he wants,” declared
